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THE OFFICE OF A DEACON, 


That is an instructive remark of Paul, reapecting 
the Sage we fiod in the firet leuer to 
Timothy: “* y that have used the office of a 


Deacon well, purchase to themselves a good degree, 
and great boldness in the faith which is in Christ 
Jesus.’ To use the office of a Deacon well, is to 
use it according to ite true design. That design is 
the promotiva of the spjritual interests of the church. 
This mode of expressing the design of the Deacon- 
ship may not strike every mind, at first, ss being 
exact; bot thie is really the idea contained in the 
words of Peter, (Acts 6: 2, 4,) when he said that 
the object of appointing men to take charge of the 
temporal affairs of the charch was to remove from 
the ministry all occasion for neglecting the preach- 
ing of the word of God. ‘* It is not reason for us 
to leave the word of God to serve tables—we will 
give ourselves to the ministry of the word and to 
praver These were God's appointments for the 
spirnval growth of the church ; to give these ample 
seope and fall effect was the object of the Deacon- 
ship. Hence we see that although the management 
of finances and the oversight of the poor were en- 
trusted to them, yet they were expected te undertake 
these on account of their interest in the spiritual 
welfare of the charch 
This is evident, also, from the moral benefit which 
a deacon is said to reap from the faithful discharge 
of bis duties; for he is said to attain, not worldly 
skill ; or honorable reputation, bat ** great boldness 
in the faith." The seese of this phrase is, as Dr 
Bloomfield obpe rves on th@ passage: ** They obtain 
the privilege of speaking with freedom, beyond that 
of private Christians, on matters concerning the 
faith.”’ Bat theo, this force of Christian character,
